London.—The death of Michael Col- 
lins, who has fallen in actual combat 
with the rebels as one of the first vie- 
tims of the substitute plan of guerilla 
warfare for organized resistance to 
Provisional Government, has impress- 
ed the British public far more than 
did even the death of Arthur Griffith 
while the circumstances of his death, 
fighting against desperate odds in a 
carefully arranged ambush during the 
course of an inspection of his troops 
position around Cork, adds to the halo 
surrounding his lamented death. 

His daring and his personal attrac- 
tiveness, combined with his adventur- 
ous career and his reputation as 
courageous fighter, as well as a pru- 
dent administrator, helped to give him 
prominence and importance in the

fith, who really was littleknown to the 
British people, and whose retiring na 
ture did not lend itself to publie 
demonstrations.

Airships Made of Aluminum May

recently completed in 
the first aeroplane to 
be made wholly of metal. The ad- 
vantages of doing away with wood 
and other combusffble material need 
not be emphasized; and the all-metal 
aeroplane gives promise of supplant- 
ing all the earlier forms. A special 
alloy of aluminum is used in its con- 
struction, and the Government is at 
present engaged in making very elab 
orate tests of the strength of every 
part. Special attention is being giv- 
en to the risks of corrosion with the 
metal employed and investigations on 
this point are being carried out in the 
Department of Scientific and Indus- 
trial Research, So much depends on 
this new type of aeroplane that al- 
though the first flying tests have been 
very satisfateory the Government pre- 
fers to regard the model as an experi 
ment and to suspend judgment until a 
most exhaustive examination over a 
long period is completed.
